two sides," he said. 


Debate questions landlords and tenants act

AMMAN — Uie Business and 
Professional Women's Club held a 
one day social and I^al debate cn 
the Imdknds and tenants act, on 
Monday at the Abdul Hamid 
Shomanu Ekinndatioa. .Lawyer 
Professor ■Basfl"Al- Bustami and- 
Dr. Frofeteor Hamza Haddad, an ' 
assistant' professor at '' th 6 ' 
Unrvexsity erf Jordan, were in>nted 
to discuss the law. 

In an interviBW vntfa tbe Jordan 
Times, Dr. Haddad said foe 
debate was necessary because of 
the importance of foe laodkads 
and traants act as it includes an 
exertion to the gmieial rule 
provided for under foe Jordanian 
ChrO Code (rf 1976. The code 
states that the contract is the law 
of ^ contractors, a^ hence 
^riien tbe period of foe lease ends, 
the landlord ': has the rigjit to atic 
the tenmit to leave. 

The issues that were (questioned 
included: the rights of the 
landlord, die need for foe act, the 


Jordanian Civil Code and 
deriving foreigners of the 
protection gtven to Jordanians. 
Dr. Haddad said that ^ aim of 
oc^usion of foe discussion wasto 
ftstahlish an ad hoc committee 
which would submit its 
suggestions legaiding the act. If 
amended or cancelled, its 
provisions or part of foexte would 
be -incorporated: 'itri'er 'tfare 
Jordanian Civfl Oode^ - 

The debate involved 
ai]^incots, agreements and even 
rejections of foe sug^stions. 
However, -foe aim. Dr. Haddad 
said, was to make certain that 
some provisions of the act were 
really understood and to put 
forw^ ideas and inteipretations 
to Phriiament so that it may decide 
and ddbate the issue. 

As for foe suggested reforms, 
they could be very easily 
presented to interested 
Parliament members. If 
Faifiameat decides to discuss tbe 
case, then tbe r^cAnmed laws 
would be oqiected to be enforced 
within the next year. 


Professor Bustami approached 
several points, notably tbe matter 
of reut increases and decreases. 
He said that foe landknd had to 
follow certain governmental 
procedures, eufoiced in 1982, 
whidi stated that rents may only 
be increased by the govemmoit 
under section 14 ra the act 
dqiending on foe (sise. 

In a^itkm, be. rais^ the 
issue of a divox^d woman 
living in a leased abode. The 
tenant, being her husband, is 
consklaed a foreigner to her and 
thus, according to tbe old law, the 
laodlonl has the i^t to force her 
to vacate. The new 1^ suggests 
that these women should be 
protected from such actions and 
provided' for in the case of 
afoitraiy divorce (when the 
divorce ^pers are received 
without prior notice). 

The landlords and tenantc g^t 
affects a large proportion of 
Jordanian ettizens as most people 
are either owners or tenants and 
some are both.

‘Camps war’ give^ Palestinians their

NICOSIA. Cyprus — The 
three -week deftece of Lebanon’s 
refugee can^ by JPalestinian 
fighters has given PLO Ch airman 
Yasser Arafat his first significant 
victore ainoe 1982. 

Filters from rival (actions, 
mduding some who had fought 
agamst Arafat, joined foz^ to 
repulse tinkled assaults by foe 
Syrian-backed ShTite Ama] 

The defence has boosted 
Soviet-backed efforts to reunite 
the splintered Palestine 
Libexation Organisation and 
revive-foe fortunes of Arafot, who 
was driven out of Lebanon by 
Isiaefs 1982 invasion. 

Palestinians in the 
Israeli -occupied West Bank and 
Gaza, galvanised by the PLO 
renaissance, have t^en to the 
streets in the worst protests 
against Israeli anfooxiries in fonr 
years. At least seven Fftlestznians, 
mosdy riiildren, have been Idfled 
and dooens wounded. 


“Tbe PLO has rained up to 
70 per cent of its political power,” 
Salah Khalaf, co-founder of Fat^ 
and Aiafaf s top asle,aaerted in a 
telephooe interview Item Kiiwak 
*‘*The turn of foe year wfll mark 
the PLO’s victory over foe 
regfonal powets, led by Syria and 
Israel, whifo were bettmg oa tbe

to bolster his forces against tbe 
ShTite Amal militia, which 
Damascus ordered to crush him.

Ghristian-controlled 
televiskm netwoik, untiunkable 
even last year, to denoonce ^rda. 
The event underlined how Arafat 
has engineered a m^jor 
realignment of forces in Ldraoon.

Walid Junblatt, a maverick power 
in Lebanon, has stayed on foe 
sidelines beause he sees a strong 
as a valuable counter to 
borgeoning Shfite stieugfo.

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Satellites offer new weapon to battle malaria

WASHINGTON - U.S. 
scien^ts have be^gun work on an 
expenmental project that will use 
Eatth-oibidng satellites with 
electioak sensors to combat the 
global resuzgence of malaria, one 
of humaniQr's deadliest diseases. 

Researchers at die Natioaal 
Aeronautics and Space 
Adminsttation's Ames Re^arch 
Centre in Mountain View, 
CaGfomia,expea die pilot project 
to lead io a- major advance m 
malaria control by the early 
1990s. If effective in the war 
against m^aria, the tedmique will 
tie applied to many kinds of 
insect*4x9nie diseases. 

Malaria, although infrequent in 
the industrialised woild, occurs in 
hundreds of millions of pet^le 
eadi year in the tiopica] countries, 
killing one miiiiou people 
annually in tropical A&ica alone. 

The goal of die Ames project is 
to use electronic remote-sensing 
equipment carried aboard 
oibiting satellites and hi gh -flyin g 
aircraft to monitor environ mental 
conditions, such as rainfall and 
surface water, that trigger the 
breeding of malaria-canying 
mosquitoes. This will allow 
malaria control measures, such as 
water drainage and die use of 
pesticides, to be focused at times 
and in areas of hipest risk. 
Scientists hope ultimately to be 


able to monitor taige equatorial 
regions weekly and deliver data to 
develc^ing countries within 24 to 
48 hours. 

Rnmote-sensmg $ateUftes,'such 
as Landsat, are ^le to "see*’ jn 
both the visible and near-^mfraied 
■wavelebgdis, and the record 
^ta are converted into computer 
ima^, enablmg the study of 
various envircMuneotal features. 

“It b our goal to develt^ a 
^stem that any nation can use," 
project chief Pan! Sd>esta. 
*'AU diey would need bapeisooal 
computer and rooftop antenna 
(sm^ Satellite dsb) to collect data 
that would help them in predicting 
where malaria outbreaks might 
occur so they caa take 
intervmirion measures. We feel 
the programme has a very good 
chance for success." 

Sebesta said Ae project's first 
phase. DOW underway, involves 
studyi^ mosquito brewing in rice 
fields in California’s Sacramento 
Valley. The California 
mosquitoes, although ' malaria 
fiee, are the same kind t^t 
trails mit malaria in other parts of 
the worid. 

After a year of demonstratiag 
that remote sensmg data can 
predict mosquito breeding, 
researchers will take the project to 
a malarial area in south west 
.vlexioo to test and perfect the 
tephnique. Sebesta said 
piefimin^ negotiations between 


the World Healdi Organisation 
and Mexican authorities to begin 
tiib phase of the piDgramme in 
late 1987 have been enooui^ing. 

In 1 989 invest^iOTS hope to go 
to aseoond tropical area to learn 
how to a^ly file technique in 
different terrain. When the 
technique has bemi successfully 
demonstrated, prob^ly in the 
early 1990s, Of^rations will be 
turned over to an intematioaal 
health organisation or to 
interested national govemmeats. 


Sebesta said scientists expect 
remote sensmg tedmiques to be 
effective for malaria control 
because many of the 
environmental conditions 
associated with malaria 
transmission can be identified 
from a distance. Key factors such 
as rainfall patterns, standing 
water, irrigation, drainage, 
temperatuve, soil 'and topography 
can be measured by satellite. 
Ihe accurate dming of control 
measures, which satellites can 



provide, is needed because the 
mosquito population isshort-llved 
and last-breeding. 

“If s not j ust a matter of getting 
airborne and taking some 
pictoru,** Siesta said. ‘"Ilie 
potential benefits are enormous, 
but it wiU be a very conqrlex 
undertaking horn a scientific 
standpoint." 

Sebesta said the predictive 
model developed by researdrets 
wili have to be precise, and yet 
veisatile enough to tnnrier, 
minor modifiatioDS, to regioDS 
with varied environmental 
conditions and mosquito Q^es. 
Malaria is carried by more than 85 
species of mosquitoes with 
dmfering habits. 

‘^"For exanqrle, when we move 
the project from Califoroia to 
Mexico we have a whole new 
ecosystem to look at,*’ Sebesta 
said. “There will be d iff erent 
vegetation, different 
environmental factors sudi as the 
weather, and the irrigation 
patterns will be different.. And 
tfaafs where the ground teams 
come in.” 

Sebesta said that only recent 
advances in remote senmg have 
made thic malaria prognmine 
possS>le. The past decade has seen 
the development of 
high-resolution sensors, powerful 
computers - that handle l^e 
amounts of data, and the diiM 

>v\mmimii<arir>ns linlr fiom the 


satellite ro small “backyard" 
sat^te (tishes. Another recent 
advance is the syndietic aperture 
radar system that can see through 
cloud cover so prevalent in the 
tropics. 

Scientists said the ultimate goal 
is to use remote-sensing devices 
aboard the U5. space station, 
scheduled for launch in the 
niid-1990s, since the space station 
will orbit the Eardi's tropical 
regions. 

Malaria, transmitted by 
mosquitoes that cany the malaria 
parasite, has resum^ its ancient 
role as one of the world's major 
killers as traditional control 
measures have proven ineffective. 
Some strains (rf mosquitoes have 
become resistant to pesticides, 
while die malaria parasite has 
become xesistaDt to remedies sudi 
as qumme. 

Scientists at the Walter Reed 
Army Institute of Research 
rqrorted earlier this monte tiiat 
tee first test in humans of a 
ODce-promismg prototype malaria 
vaccine turned out to be a fiiflure 
de^he working io earlier tests on 
my-e and rabbits. Buttiie scientists . 
added ^t several other forms of 
potential malaria vaccines are 
being d^loped, each employiDg 
a different biochemical strata, 
and hope is still high dmt mi. 
effective vaccine can be made 
U.S. ioformatioD ^en^.

WESLACO, Texas - Here in a 
huge greenhouse near the 
Mexican border, plant pathologist 
Benigno Vfllalon domesticates 
rows and rows of knee- high 
pepper plants.

and Chinese foods. A few 
gfidoffjirtag, jnciuding tee New 
Yoik Phflharmonic’s director 
Zubm Mehta, now cany around 
fiete diilies to add to their food 
wherever tee^ go. They might be

that they might prolmig life. They 
may also have a drug effect more 
oommou to illicit substances: They ' 
seem to produce a natural high 
when the body releases its own 
pamkilleis in response to tee 
“heat." 

A fruh of the genus Capsknoru 
chili gets ifi temperament from an 
aikalokl (capsaidn) that lines the 
inner w^. Bell, pimenfo and 
other sweet varieties were created 
by selective txeedmg in Europe. 
But hot chilies have been 
commonly associated wite the 
fieiy foo^ of India. China and 
Mexico. 

Peppers are indigenous to 
Mexico and the tropic^ forests of 
Central' and South America, 
planish and Portt^ese eiqplorers 
discovered pq^rs in use to the 
New World in the I5te and early 
16th centuries. Pef^ieis quickly 
found their arouxid the vrorld, 

following the Spanisb-Portiiguese 
trade routes. “The pepper was so 
enthuriastically recent in India 
and the Fhr East that people haw 
forgotten where the fruit 
originated,*’ says Jean Andrews, 
who has written an illusixated 
book called “Peppers; The 
Domesticated Capsicums." 

'Can't do witlimit it’ 

“People who used to no away 
fiom the hot pepper now can't do 
wi^ut it," sa^ Mr. M^ta. He 
always cairies “long, thm, and 
very, very hof' chili in a small 
cardboard box in his vest pocket, 
and in “a little gold box” for 
formal occaskms. 

“lam ahva^ having to share my 
peppers wite Gr^iy Pedc.” the 
maestro says. “I Irave passed on 
the habit to MrsBmatia, who used 




to use Tabasco sauce," whidi, of 
course, is made frompeppecs. At a 
recent tenoer at Mr. Mehta's Los 
Angeles home. King Juan Carlos 
of Spain apparently was quite 
taken wite tee p eppen (jalapeoo, 
Hungarian cherry and tabasco) 
that Mr. Mehta grows in his 
garden. “He took a huidfuJ with 
him and he would grow them 
himselt from my seeds," Mr. 
Mehta recounts. 

Wayne Avis, a real-estate 
developer in Farmingtoa Hills, 
Mkh., carries his “day’s supply*' 
of fresh peppers in an ant^ue 
matchbox .' T like to bhe on them, 
1 don't fike flakes," he says.

Niemczak finidiM second in the 
New York Maradion on Nov. 2 
but was disqualified beii^ 
found to have traces of a banned 
substance — the steroid nandrolin 
— in his body. 

After cmisideting a rq»rt fiom 
the U.S. ruling bo<fy,the Athletes 
Congress, the International 
Amateur Athletic Federation 
(lAAF) banned Niemcmk on 
Dec. 1 for at least 18 mondis. 

In an age when athletics 
provides a good income fcMrmany, 
31-year-old Niemczak e»ns hu 

gimgtvwi “a Ihvig ni ghlmaf g.” 

Not only will he not get the 
$25j000 he won in New York but 
he wiQpiobably be forced to make 
his livitffi as a sports instructor at 
his locaTchfo in Wiodaw. 

An lAAF tiarfinifal official in 
Lcndoa said the Polidi Athletics 
Federation had accepted the 
decision, wfaidi means Niemczak 
will miss next year’s World 
■ Chanqiionsh^ in Rome. 

yUthough there -is growing 
si]ppoit among lAAF member 


derations forstiffer sentences on 
adileies caught using filial drugs, 
the case of Niemczak illustrates 
the deiicatB problems facing the 
authorities. 

Niemczak is adamant he has 
never talcgn drugs ^*nd daims he 
was injected with nandrolin 
unwitti^y after undergoing 
dental tre a tme n t a month before' 
the marathon. 

The stigma of being an allied 
drug taker is alze£ly causing 
probldns for Niemczak. Recently 
he was denied entiy to the 
Honolulu Mwthon- amlsaddlast 
week: ’‘This shuatioD has killed 
me.

Running is my fife.” 

And the father of two 
daughters, aged three and one, 
added: “1 haim never taken drugs, 
no steroids, never. 1 would lilce to 
see dn^ testing for every race, 
every 10 kilo^trc and every 
maralhnn induded.”
